Columbus, O., Dec. 7.—Argument 


has begun afresh over the real status 
of the legislature when it convenes 
five weeks hence for another session. 


Senator West of Bellefontaine, Re- 


publican leader of the senate, is quoted 
as saying: "Under the constitution the 
legislature would have met this win- 
ter even if an adjournment had not 
been taken to January, 1908, at the 
close of the last session." He favors 
declaring all bills of the last legisla- 
tive session dead and not pending. He 
regards the coming session as a new 
session and not as an.adjourned ses- 
sion. 


"No attempt will tra maae to elect 


a United States senator to succeed J. 
B. Foraker," said Senator West in dis- 
cussing the legislative program, "and

This renewed controversy was pre- 


cipitated by the suggestion of Senator 
Mather of Akron in the current Law 
Bulletin that the present legislature, 
which is holding over for one year, 
arid the successor of which is due to 
he chosen in November, 1908, must 
elect the successor of benator Joseph 
B. Foraker, so as to comply with a 
provision of the revised statutes of 
the United States which requires that 
the legislature of each state chosen 
next preceding the expiration of the 
time for which any senator was elect- 
ed to represent such state in congress 
shall, on the second Tuesday after the 
meeting and organization thereof, pro- 
ceed to elect a senator in congress. 
Senator M-ther proceeds on the the- 
ory that Senator Foraker'g term will 
expire March 4, 1909, or before the 
Seventy-eighth general assembly will 
he able to hold a regular session un- 
der the constitutional provision requir- 
ing that, regular sessions shall be held 
biennially beginning with 1852. 


How the learned men of the legisla- 


ture are going to settle this contro- 
versy may be more or less enigmat- 
ical, but if they follow historical prec- 
edents they will have little difficulty 
in picking up the thread of legislation 
when they meet right where they left 
off when they adjourned.

If the ruling of the attorney general 


in the case of sheriffs and county 
treasurers holding over an extra year 
despite the inflexible 
constitutional 


limitation of their eligibilty to hold 
such offices more than four years in 
any period of six years is at all sound, 
the present legislature is not holding 
a "regular" session in the sense that 
the first fixed session after election is 
a regular session, but is meeting un- 
der the adjournment resolution fixing 
the date of resuming its session. 


According to the attorney general's 


ruling as to sheriffs ana county treas- 
urers the terms of members of the 
general assembly must be regarded as 
extended one year, the same as the 
terms of governors and other officers 
*re extended, and that being the case 
the present legislature can not hold 
another regular session, hut must 
either meet in extraordinary or ad- 
journed sessfion. As the time for re- 
assembling wa« fixed by resolution, it 
must needs be an adjourned session 
even though the time be coincident 
with the time formerly designated for 
regular biennial sessions. 


Heretofore members of the legisla- 


ture were elected in odd years. The

hare no more virtue in the present exi- 
gency than the restrictions on the 
terms of sheriffs and county treas- 
urers to four years in periods of six 
years. Automatically the same restric- 
tions as to the terms of sheriffs and 
tieasurers and all other officials and 
also the times for holding regular ses- 
sions of the legislature will become 
operative after the present interreg- 
num has been bridged over. 


It is hinted that the liquor interests 


are back of the move to sweep the 
calendar of all pending legislation and 
begin anew. Such hints are possibly 
groundless, for the liquor interests 
would not gain anything try such a 
move meieiv to'dispose ol the present 
Rose county option bill, the only tem- 
perance measure pending, for it would 
take not more than three days to go 
through the vi-hole modus operand! 
should Senator Rose reintroduce his 
bill and ask the senate temperance 
committee to advance it to the cal- 
endar. 


On this subject of county local op 


tion Representative Pears of Allen 
county said in an inter-iew: 


"I have met a number of senators 


who have been reported as supporters 
of the Rose county local option bill, 
and they tell me they are not hed 
in any way, and in fact have not made 
up their minds." 


Mr. Pears believes the financial rev- 


enue involved in a county local option 
bill will be a big factor, and he also 
considers that there will be some ef- 
fort made to pass legislation to de- 
clare the entire state dry and submit 
it to a vote. 


Another bill, not as yet much dis- 


cussed, and which Mr. Pears thinks 
may be brought forward, is an act to 
piohibit the sale of whisky in the 
state and permit beer to be" left to the 
present Dow-Aikin tax stipulations. ~

No surprise was occasioned by the 


action of the supreme court in order- 
ing former State Senator L. L. H. Aus- 
tin of Toledo and former Clerk of the 
Supreme Court Lawson B. Emerson to 
be brought into court on contempt pro- 
ceedings in connection with the issu- 
ance of a certificate to Austin to prac- 
tice law, which certificate the court 
recently 
revoked. 
The information 


filed against Austin and Emerson 
through the attorney general's office 
charges them with having entered into 
a conspiracy to issue to Austin a cer- 
tificate to practice law, though, he had 
not been admitted to the bar by the 
supreme court. It further 
charged 


that they mutilated the court records 
and falsified them in order to carry 
out the 
conspiracy. They are not 


charged with 
having committed a 


crime, but are cited for contempt of 
court, but this does not preclude the 
presentation of the cause to the pros- 
ecutor of Franklin county for further 
action under the section of the statute 
that makes the mutilaion of a court 
record a penitentiary offense. 


Austin and Emerson 
pleaded not 


guilty to the charge of contempt when 
arraigned in supreme court, and their 
hearing was set for Jan. 7. In plead- 
ing not guilty Austin said if he had 
boon given time to procure evidence 
when iiis certificate was revoked by 
the court this additional proceeding- 
would not have been brought. Part of 
the evidence he expected to get he has 
since obtained, and if given more 
time he believed he could get the rest 
cf it. Both gave bond for their ap- 
pearance Jan. 7.* * *

ON THE JUVENILE COURT 


Woman Who Has Takeo a Remarkable Interest in This 


Work, Tells of the Results and Prospects 


Thus Far Attained, 


The following is the address given 


by Mrs. Mary A. Swan, probationNoffi- 
cer, at 'the W. C. T. U. meeting at the' 
First M. E. cliurcli Tuesday of this 
week: 


The problem of the child is the pro- 


•blem of the State, and certainly of 
far more importance than the politi- 
cal questions of tariff or money, and 
unquestionably closer tos the 
hearts 


and homes of the American people. 


I regard the Juvenile division 
of 


the Court as the most important work 
it can be called upon to 
perform, 


surely every case involving a boy or 
girl is more important than any ease 
involving dollars and cents, no mat- 
ter what the amount may be. 


The proper rearing and handling of 


children in the home, the church, and 
in so far as the Juvenile 
court is 


called in to help, will do more than 
any one thing, not only to 
reduce 


criminal proceedings, but also civil, 
it is nearer than any one thlug, the 
foundation of these problems. 


•We must 
awaken to the import- 


ance, and spare neither earnest work 
nor money in caring for the children 
of Licking county. Newark is greatly 
in -need of a detention home, and to 
no small extent are we handicapped 
by not having a place for the little 
offenders, who await to come before 
•the judge of the Juvenile 
court 
to 


answer 
for the charges 
brought 


against them. 
The Judge 
is very 


lenient with the children and when- 
ever possble leaves .them with, the 
parents until the case is called. 


During past years the little 
folks 


were placed in jail with all classes of 
adults, then the children who 
were 


sentenced to Lancaster were 
again 


placed .in jail until the sheriff or dep- 
uty could arrange to take them to 
the Boys' Industrial School. 
Is 
the 


city prison, or the 
county .jail, (a 


place that makes me shudder with 
horror, when linked to the name of a 
child) a fit place to keep these chil- 
dren? In every case,' the first remark 
the Judge makes, "if 
possible keep 


them out of the county jail" 
until 


they can be taken to Lancaster. 


Chief of Police Sheridan 
and 
his 


staff have shown a marked interest 
in the children, and 
in every., case 


where it is possible the chief turns 
•the children over to one of the pro-, 
bation officers, who assumes the re- 
sponsibility, and later makes 
ar- 


rangements to bring them before the 
judge, each officer trying to keep the 
children out of the jail. 


The detectives on the Baltimore & 


Ohio also the Pennsylvania 
system 


show a kindly interest along this line, 
and while we have heard much about 
the heartless police, the burly officers, 
the detectives, and- all that sort, in 


every case during the day the little 
offenders are brought direct to .the 
court house, or to one of the proba- 
tiOli uuiCOiS \ViiiCiiCVCi' LiiC CasO iiiay 
be, one and all aiming to keep them 
out of the jail. 


We must proceed on 
the 
theory 


ttiat we cannot best overcome 
the 


children by punishment, we must ov- 
ercome falsehood with truth, dishonor 
with honor, evil with good. 
This is 


and must continue to be the doctrine 
of the Juvenile court. 


In the essential 
matter of 
taking 


care of the children much advantage 
could be gained by a careful study of 
what has been accomplished in such 
states as Illinois and Colorado by the 
Juvenile courts. 
The work of 
the 


Juvenile court is really a work of ed- 
ucation, of character building. It is 
today recognized by our 
philanthro- 


pists that young boys and young girls 
who go wrong should not even nec- 
essarily be needing reformation, but 
simply to have them tested by placing 
them upon their honor by a system 
of probation. 
Judge • Tuthill 
says: 


'The probation feature, in my judg- 
ment, is the keystone which supports 
the arch of the Juvenile court." 


Horace Mann says: "The very foun- 


dation of the whole commonwealth is

'A .leoture of unusual interest was 


' -delivered last evening in St. Francis 


church by Rev. B. M. O'Boylan, rec- 
tor of St. Francis de Sales church of 
Newark, Ohio. The speaker is one of 
'. the most learned, profound and elo- 
' fluent clergymen in that denomina- 


tion. His discourse was replete with 
evidences of homiletical research and 
faith that were inspiring and convinc- 
ing. His rhetorical powers were most 
-marked, and yet withal he was so 
sincerely imbued 
with a spirit of 


Christian basic principle that all who 
.listened were more than entertained. 
It was a discourse both wise and sim- 
ple, in that the speaker brought his 
truths in such plain, forceful 
and 


coherent thread to the listeners in a 
manner that was invaluable in mak- 
ing the evening or.e of instruction and 
worthy of futir0 thought and weight. 


"The idea advanced by the speaker 


•were garnered from a mind that has 
•been brought to an unusually refined 
condition of culture by the most care- 
ful winnowing among all the modern 
and ancient authors of standard fame, 
from the Roman and Greek 
philoso- 


phers to the more recent writers and 
scientific investigators. But the hap- 
py vein of the intellectual feast open- 
ed up to the people of Toronto last 
evening was the 
peculiarly 
simple 


yet euridite language and simile em- 
ployed in makin" -the most humble 
listener fully able to follow and im- 
bibe the grand truths that were pre- 
sented, after studious analysis by a 
mind that is recognized far and wide 
as conspicuous for its scope and or- 
iginality as well as accentuated rev- 
erence. In all the discourse the one 
great truth was held uppermost that 
all the most wonderful, the most mar-

traced direct to the initiative of the 
•Father of the Universe, the Creator of 


"The lecture was entitled, 
'Ques- 


tions of the Hour.' The subject was 
a portrayal of man's place and phase 
in the universe. The speaker said, in 
part, that it was important to show, 
in the original creation, that all geo- 


— logical formations, the groundwork of 


research 
and 
scientific 
deduction 


showed a man's insignificance in the 
elementary forces yet 
preponderance 


in the powers that control and direct 
everything. A child born in a mine 
and emerging into the world at six 
or seven years of 
age, 
expressing 


amazement and wonderment of 
the 


sights then encountered, was used as 
an. illustrative example by the lecturer 
in comparing man's advent in primi- 
tive times to the 
wonders of this 


day, as wrought out by modern science 
and invention. 


"The development of the telescope 


and astronomy as a result was refer- 
ed to as one of the wonders of this 
age. 
The comparative smallnes3 of 


the sun to the whole solar system, 
and the meagreness of our earth to 
the whole universe was depicted. Yet 
notwithstanding 
the 
vakness and 


magnificence of the scene man's intel- 
lect was greater than all these. Man 
was the grandest object of all 
the 


Creator's designing. In us the most 
•wonderful subject that the Supren.- 
/ Being could contemplate is supplied, 


and in our form he has endowed all 
the higher, holier attributes that were 
known to the Father Almighty. 


"All these conditions refuted irref- 


ragibly the theory that man came 
from any other source than the crea- 
tive act of God. This is shown by re 
search into geology, 
which 
proved 


life utterly impossible to exist before 
•the breath of life was siven as the 
saints describe. 


"The question of man's utility on 


earth is answered by reason. The or-
